These Individuals 
are experiencing Increasing difficulty finding reliable child care at 
reasonable cost that does not further Increase their long commute times. Most 
of these people are young and lower graded who are forced, for financial 
reasons, to live long distances from the Agency. 

The concerns of our people and the requirement for a Center located on the 
Headquarters Compound were strongly expressed by a recent Needs Assessment 
Survey conducted at the Agency. As you are aware, there is a growing 
consensus in both government and the private sector that a quality child care 
center at the worksite not only Improves morale but can be effective in 
solving problems of personnel recruitment, retention and absenteeism. 

We do not have an architect and engineering plan completed at this time, 
but have been delegated authority by the National Capital Planning Commission 
(NCPC) to build a building not to exceed 10,000 square feet. The estimated 
cost is $50.00 per square foot. We are proposing to make this addition a part 
of our overall upgrading and construction program for the Headquarters 
compound. The funds proposed for this construction will be realigned from 
within the new construction appropriation. This may require some minor 
adjustments in the construction program, but we strongly believe the benefits 
to be derived from this initiative fully warrant any adjustments that may be 
required.
